The communication deliver­ 
ed by the ambassador, pursuant to 
general instructions from his govern­ 
ment. spread absolute confidence that 
there would 
he no 
more submarine 
controversies 
between 
the 
United 
Slates and Germany, for the docu­ 
ment reveals 
that stringent 
orders 
have been given to submarine com­ 
manders to prevent a recurrence of 
such incidents as the Arabic. 
Since this case embraces tile princi­ 
ples for which President Wilson con­ 
tended in his notes, following tile tor­ 
pedoing of the Lusitania and the Cala­ 
ba. the concessions made by Germany 
to the American viewpoint are gen­ 
erally regarded as paving the way for 
amicable settlement of all the cases I 
which have threatened severance of 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries.

As the issues with Germany appear 
now to be adjusting themselves the 
president, it is known, feels free to 
press Great Britain for a modification 
of the orders in council and restric­ 
tions of American trade. 
It was not until the German ambas­ 
sador submitted his letter that the 
change in the relations between Ger­ 
many and the United States became 
definite. 
Until that hour the sugges­ 
tions which Count von Bernstorff had 
p.ade were considered unsatisfactory.

'Fhe m easure of such successes as th e Allies have just won in 
the west is the ca su alty lists. 
A te m porary cessation of an atta c k 
tells n othing by itself. 
It would he q u ite n o rm al for the Allies 
to cease their offensive for a m o m en t in o rd er to c o n s o l i d a t e po­ 
sitions th a t have been won and to p rep are for 
a new 
arti llery 
assault. 
lf, however, th e brief g a in s h a v e been very costly to th** assail­ 
ants, there can he little ex p e ctatio n th a t a renewal of the offensive 
will Im* successful.
